He  docs  not  receive  much,  but  his 
needs  and  responsibilities  are  in  common 
with  those  of  other  men.  He  ami  his  fam-Ji 
ily  must  go  in  passable  style,  and  he  must ; 
pay  his  debts.  “Owe  no  man  anything.”! 
He  must  economize  his  time,  utilizing  every) 
moment  to  the  best  possible  advantage.! 
He  will  find  very  little  time  for  hunting  orj 
any  other  variety  if  recitation.  His' 
churches  should  sec  to  it  by  all  means  that! 
his  field  of  labor  is  so  arranged  that  the 
least  possible  amount  jof  time  and  money 
will  lx-  spent  iu  reaching  his  appoint-* 
ments  and  in  pastoral  visitation.  :

W C.  Mdstcrmail,  1'.  K.  C.  S.,  I'.  R.  G.  S., 
from  the  standpoint  of  the 
Water  Supply  Aryha-ologist  purely,  writes 
of  Jerusalem,  of  the  w liter  supply,  an- 
cient and  modem,  of  this 
greatly  famous  city.  And  lie  it  known 
that  he  is  Writing  in  the  interest  of  that 
sgicheeailoiic.  According  to  his  investiga- 
tions, two  thousand  years  ago,  Jerusalem 
wjai  one  of  the  best  watered  cities  in  the 
world.  Brooks,  fountains,  reservoirs,  cis- 
terns, and  pools  gud  aqueducts  abounded. 
Hie  pays  “the  whole  underground  of Jerusa- 
lem: -is  riddled  With  cisterns  and  with 
ancient  water  channels  leading  to  and  from 
them,”  there  being  one  in  the  “ancient  tem- 
ple area”  that  would  hold  8,000,000  gal- 
lons alone,  and  an  almost  innumerable 
nuihber  of  others  of  lesser  capacity.  Thcfi, 
besides  the  many  pools  such  as  Bethesda, 
Siloam  and  others,  there  were  the  three 
great  pools  of  Solomon,  the  least  one  of 
which  was  582  feet  long,  177  feet  wide  and 
50  feet  deep' on  the  lowest  side.  These;  were 
supplied  then  by  aqueducts,  one  of which  is 
still  in  use,  running  back  into  the  ilioun- 
tains  for  ten  miles.  And  yet,  you  will  oc- 
casionally find  nowadays  a man  who  will 
stand  up  and  argue  until  he  turns  fed  in 
the  face,  that  there  was  not  enough  water 
in  Jerusalem  to  have  baptizid  the  (3,000 
converts  on  the  day  of  Pentecost.  The  man 
who  does  it,  deserves  great' pity  for  the 
pqor  fellow  is  simply  ignorant  of  the  facts 
in  the  ease — that’s  all  that  is  the  matter 
with  him.

Over  against  this  class  of  replies  there 
stands  another  class  who  say  that  our 
seminaries  must  give  us  less  “learning  and 
more  Bible,”  that  the  churches  must  put  a 
little  more  “business  meth<xls"  into  calling 
and  maintaining  the  pastors,  that  the 
discontented,  unemployed  preachers  that 
sweep  down  upon  the  churches  when  there 
is  a vacant  pulpit  must  somehow  1)«  pre- 
vented ami  that  our  Lord’s  injunction  to 
pray  for  laborers  to  be  sent,  be  implicitly 
obeyed,  if  we  would  enjoy  a proper  suppl 
of  preachers. 

Our  own  4’rof.  Robertson  came  as  near 
saying  what  was  pertinent  to  the  occasion 
as  the  next  one.  He  said:  “I  see  no  rem- 
edy save  as  it  comes  from  God.  I believe* 
that  God  calls  preachers.  ilf  he  does  not, 
we  should  not  certainly.  Christians  should 
prav  more  for  laborers  to  entel;  the  har- 
vest; should  take  to  heart  more  the  need  of 
ministers;  and,  might  pray  more  for  the 
ministers  we  have.  A!  turning  to  God  and 
seeking  for  a general  i 
churches  to  evangelical  religion  would  do 
much  to  accent  the  spiritual  life.  Before 
seeking  more  ‘preachers,  let  us  seek  God 
more.” 

Dr.  Jesse  B.  Thomas  says  that  in  his 
State,  Massachusetts  they  have  519  or- 
dained Baptist  ministers  with  only  273 
pastors  of  churches,  leaving  24-6  churchless 
pastors  over  rigainst  63  pastorless 
churches ; and  then  adds : “Surely  this  is 
bewildering,  not  to  $ay  an  intimidating 
record,  to  set  before  a young  mart  contem- 
plating entrance  upoi>  the  ministry; -'Let 
us  know  how  many  <>f  these  aburefees  arc 
merely  a geographical  expression,’  and 
how  many  of  these  ‘ordained  ministers!’ 
have  practically  retired  from  the  ministry.”

By  common  consent  Paul’s  secortd  {letter 
to  Timothy  is  regarded  as  the  last  of  his 
writings,  which  has  very  appropriately 
been  called  his  last  Will  ami  Testament. 
What  a privilege  to  read  such  a document 
as  the  will  of  Paul  ? 

Here  jt  lies  Ixfore  us  and,  on  th|  very 
face  of  it,  it  is  evident  thr  t the  greatjapos- 
tle  to  the  Gentiles,  was  kx*nly  alive  to  the 
peril  of, the  situation  that  confronted  him, 
and  expected  in  a few  days,  yield  tip  his 
life,  for  |the  cause  of  Him  whom  Ik  loved 
better  than  he  did  himself. 

As  a thinker  and  writer,  I’alil  has  ;d wavs 
been  h (great  puzzle  to  the  Critics,  j Even 
Peter,  ifi  his  day,  found  some  thing*,  hard 
- to  Ik  understood  in  his  writings.  Iii  this 
letter,  We  find  him  in  all  hid  moodyc  dis- 
playing1 the  wondrous  ^ndplation  bf  his 
incomparable  personality.  Prom  a chap- 
ter on  the  details  of  the  home  life  of  Timo- 
thy, he  goes  at  a single  bour|d  to  the  Al- 
pine top  of  the  stupendous  th Ought  couched 
in  these  words  of  exhortation  to  Timothy 
not  to  be  “Ashamed  of  the  testimony  of 
our  Lo^d  who  hath  saved  us^-rnd  tailed  ils 
with  aii  holy  calling,  not  according  to  our 
works,  {but  according  to  his  own  psrposc 
awakening  of  the  |irK(  grace  which  was  given  us  in  Christ 

tesusjbifore  the  world  bcjgani”  from  whose 
leights,  he  descended,  at  a stride,  as-easily 
^is  he  wient  up,  and  tells  about;  howY)nesi- 
pborusj  a faithful  Christian  merchant  of 
Ephesus,  “oft  refreshed  me”  and  when  in 
Rome,  how  *‘he  sought  me  put  vert*  dili- 
gently and  found  me.”  But.  whether  he 
expresses  hitnself  thus  simply  or  raptimusly, 
he  is  always  so  tethered  to  the  eternal  veri-

Our  Situation  Peculiar. 

The  fight  with  the  liquor  traffic  in  Mis- 
sissippi is  diflervift  in  many  respects  from 
the  fight  in  any  (Jthpr  State.  Temperance 
work  only  meant  to  enlighten  the  people 
the  evil*  effects  of  liquor  drinking,  but 
that  fight  has  be$n  made  and  the  people 
arc  enlighten  d.  Temperance  work  now 
means  fighting  the  liquor  traffic  as  a base 
and  heartless  commercialism  that  does  not 
hesitate  to  damn  the  citizens  at  home  and 
the  child  races  abroad  for  gain.  But  in 
Mississippi  the  situation  is' peculiar  in  that 
the  victory  on  the-  fine  of  morajl,  suasion  is 
as  complete  as  elsewhere  and  the  band  be- 
hind the  commercialism  consists  of  a few 
saloon  kegjxrs  and, it  pack  of  “blind  tiger” 
keepers.  In  Illinois.  Wisconsin,  or  Ken- 
tucky the -commercial  feature  represents 
tens  of  millions  of  dollars,  but  in  Missis- 
sippi tlve re  is  not  * Pircwerv  or  a distillery, 
and  bu\  few  real  Wholesale  houses.  Besides 
this,  the  industrial  relation  of  merchant, 
planter  and  tejinrit  fire  .such  that  the  least 
amount  of  free  and  -open  saloon  business 
threatens  its  very  existence.  Local  option 
in  this  State  has  t^Sefi  more  successful  than 
elsewhere  because  tlx salooh business  made 
the  present,  farnairig  arrangements  inlpos- 
nfile  and  threat ene< f. every  farmingcommu- 
nity  v;ith  anarchy*

The  Corpse  was  the  only  son 
of  a widow,  who*  though  accompanied  bv 
muchpeople,  touched  the  feelings  of' Jesus 
and  ordering  the  pall-lxarers  to  stpp,  he 
called  to  the  yoiing  man  to  rise,  .end  he 
that  was  dead  sat  up  iJr.d  began  to  tpeak. 
Those  who  saw  this  glorified  God,  aind  the 
report  of  it  went  throughout  Judep  and 
regions  round  about.'  This  is  the  first 
record  of  Christ's  raising  the  dead,  ft 
John  The  Baptist's  Last  Message.  |M att . 
11:2-19;  Luke  7:18-35}  “About  one  hun- 
dred miles  to  the  southeast  of  Galilee,  in 
the  strong  fortress  amlcastleof  Macpxrus, 
on  the  borders  of  Arabia,  eight  o|  nine 
miles  east  of  the  northern  end  of-  the.  Dead 
Sea,  John  the  Baptist  had  l)cen  lying  in  a 
dungeon  for  several  months  like  a caged 
eagle.  Among  mountains  higher-'  than 
those  around  Jerusalem  rises  from  a valley 
a long  flat  ridge,  mory  than  a milt  long 
and  quite  difficult  of  Access,  all  of  <whiph 
was  made  a long  fortress.  From  this  ridge 
rises  a high  conical  hilt  Hie  top  of  which  is 
one  hundred  yards  in  diameter,  and  which 
was  fortified  as  an  impregnable  citadel,  jin 
this  citadel  besides  a deep  well,  a verj  laifge 
and  deep,  cemented  cistern,  are  now  found 
two  dungeons,  one  of  them  deep  and  its 
sides  scarcely  broken  in,  which  have!  smiall 
holes  still  visible  in  the  masonry,  rAvhere 
staples  of  wood  aud  iron  had-  once  txien 
fixed.  One  of  these  must  surely  have  bden 
the  prison  house  of  John  the  Baptist”  j!

And  as  they  went;  a\\fay 
Jesus  delivered  to  the  multitude  tlg\t  un- 
paralelled  eulogy  on  J din  quoting  to  them 
the  prophecy  of  Malachi  where  it  is  written :
